WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 ()—Charles 
EK. Hughes, Secretary of State, in- 
formed Russian Soviet officials today, 
in a statement transmitted through 
the American Consul at Reval, that 
there would seem to be at this time 
no reason for negotiations with the 
Soviet Government such as suggested 
in the message from Georgi Tchitch- 
erin, the Soviet Foreign Minister, re- 
ceived: yesterday at the White House. 

The Secretary’s statement says that 
the American Government “is not pro- 
posing to barter away its principles.” 

Following is the text of Mr. Hughes’ 
communication: 

There would seem to be at this time 
no reason for negotiations. The 
American Government, as the Presi- 
dent said in his message to the Con- 
gress, is not proposing to barter away 
its principles. 

If the Soviet authorities are ready 
to restore the confiscated property of 
American citizens or make effective 
compensation, they can do so. If the 
Soviet authorities are ready to repeal 
their decree repudiating Russia's obli- 
gations to this country and ‘vecognize 
them, they can do so. It requires nv 
conference or negotiations to accom- 
Plish these results, which can and 
should be achieved at Moscow as evi- 
dence of good faith. 

The American Government has not 
incurred liabilities to Russia or re- 
pudiated obligations. Most serious is

Republicans Busy In Athens 


Greek advocates of a republic were 
busily employed in Athens on Monday 
in laying the groundwork for the move 
to oust the roval house. An anti- 
.dynastic meeting was held in the 
‘afternoon, the demonstrators attend- 
‘ing including members of the army 
and navy. Ex-Admiral Hadjikiriskos 
,addressed the gathering. His speech 
‘evoked cries of “Down with the King!” 
| The demonstrators gathered orig- 
‘inally outside Republican headquar- 
_ters and then marched to the .Pre- 
|mier’s office where they submitted a 
| resolution passed at the meeting fa- 
'voring the dethronement of King 
. George. This done, they marched back 
ito the starting point to await a reply. 
' During the march the cry, “Down With 
the King” was constantly repeated. 
| After a conference between the 
' political and military leaders the dem- 
onstrators were notified that their res- 
olution would be discussed at the Cab- 
inet council then in session. 


King George II of Greece, eldest son 
of the late King Constantine, acceded 
to the throne on Sept. 28, 1922 after 
his father had been forced to abdicate 
by the Gonates-Plastiras revolution. It 

became apparent almost immediately 
‘that George was to be a monarch in 
‘name only, for the revolutionary ré- 
igime gave Greece what was virtually 
a military dictatorship. Neverthe- 
less, there was no disposition to termi- 
nate the dynasty, the leaders of the 
,Government preferring to keep the 
' young sovereign under close surveil- 
‘lance and allow him a semblance of 
| power. ,

Statement of Mrs. Aller Admitted 

Over the objection of Attorney Ed- 
ward F. McClenner, counsel for Mrs. 
Aller, Mr. Dane introduced into the 
evidence the statement of Mrs. Aller 
that at a quarterly meeting of the 
Phoenix church on Jan. 11, 1923, reso- 
lutions were adopted disapproving of 
her action ond conduct. This referred 
to criticism of a Christian Science 
lecturer and subsequent litigation. 

Mr. Dane called Adam H. Dickey of 
Cohasset, chairman of the Board of Di- 
rectors, as the first witness. Mr. Dickey 
stated that he had been in Christian 
Science 30 years and had been a mem- 
ber of the Board since 1910. He had 
been treasurer of the Church and was 
associated with Mrs. Mary Baker 
Eddy nearly three years as her pri- 
vate secretary. He explained briefly 
the nature of the Church organization 
with respect to branch churches and 
described the official publications. He 
said each branch operated indepen- 


ernment. 
Questionnaire Held Necessary 

In response to questions in explana- 
tion of why it was necessary to send 
out the questionnaire to which ‘Mrs. 
Aller objected, Mr. Dickey said that 
owing to the injunction granted by 
the court the Directors were unable 
to exercise their contro] over the pub- 
lications for a period of nearly three 
years, and that when the court's de- 
cision finally festored the Directors 
to authority only 1800 of the original 
6000 or more cards remained in the 
Journal. 

As thousands of applications for re- 
insertions had been received, and in 
view of the fact that there might be 
included in the remaining 1800 some 
whose partisanship in the previous 
controversy had made their allegiance 
and loyalty to Mrs. Eddy’s plan, as 
sustained by the court, a matter for 
determination, it was deemed neces- 
sary to determine that eligibility. 

It was necessary, he said, to know 
who were the supporters of the Direc- 
tors, and to ascertain those who sup- 
ported the violation of the Church 
Manual. This was why the lists were 
to be regarded as new ones, and the 
application blanks were sent out for 
that purpose, he explained. They were 
sent to all of the original 6000 prac- 
, titioners. 

The witness said there was noth- 
ing in the by-laws of the Church giv- 
ing a “right” to advertise in the 
Journal. 

Asked as to whether a failure to be 
in full accord with the Manual would 
affect one’s ability as a practitioner, 
Mr. Dickey said that the whole tenor 
of the Manual implied that strict ad- 
herence to its by-laws was essential. 

“A disregard of any by-law would 
indicate an unfitness for healing the 
sick,” he said. 

Cross-examined by Mr. McClennen, 
Mr. Dickey said that it was the spirit 
of Mrs. Aller’s refusal to sign the ap- 
plication blank and its questionnaire 
rather than the refusal itself to which 
the Directors objected. It had not been 
in a Christian spirit, he said. Some 
cards had been accepted where there 
had been failures to reply but action in 
these cases was in a different spirit. 

Deposition Read 

Yesterday's sessions of the court 
were consumed largely by Mr. Mc- 
Clennen in the presentation of the 
plaintiff’s case, which he _ rested 
shortly before the close of the after- 
noon session. Mr. Dane then opened 
for the defense and was engaged in 
reading Mrs, Aller’s cross-examina- 
tion as based on the deposition taken 
iby counsel for the plaintiff. 

This deposition, taken in the early 
part of the present year at Phoenix, 
was read by Mr. McClennen. It con- 
tained more than 350 questions and 
answers and was the subject of some

DEBTS, SAYS CONSUL 


Reconstruction Costs and Lack of 
Reparations Seen as Cause of 
Delay by M. Liebert 


Reconstruction of the devastated re- 
gions of France is going on at a tre- 
mendous pace, thanks to the “magnifi- 
cent, patriotic efforts” of the French 
people, “who, without borrowing one 


cent abroad for that work, will have 
absolutely completed it within three 
years,” Gaston E. Liebert, French 
Consul-Genera!l in New York, today 
said to members of the Professional 
Women's Club of pasta, in describing 
the constructive task which norther_ 
France of the post-war period is itself 
quietly accomplishing. “It is work,” 
the speaker declared, “which should 
have been financed by German pay- 
ments on reparations.”

The Consul then explained that the 
economic situation of his country is 
remarkably favorable. Crops have 
been exceptionally abundant this year, 
so that no import of food stuffs will 
be necessary. Trade is buoyant, in- 
dustry is in excellent condition and 
the ordinary normal budget is com- 
pletely balanced, thanks to a large 
surplus fn the receipts on income tax. 
M. Liebert said, in part: 

There is no natural explanation for 
the low rate of the franc, which, if 
it were not for certain manipulations, 
should have a higher value than it 
has now on the financial markets. 
There never has been such an influx 
of tourists in France as there has 
been during the last summer, and this 
means a considerable amount of 
money left in the country and a big 
surplus in the railway and shipping 
lines receipts—all things which tend 
to improve rapidly the general eco- 
nomic conditions. 

One hears from certain quarters 
that France is not thinking so much 
of reparations as of disrupting Ger- 
many, 80 as to crush forever a former 
enemy. Nothing ts further from the 
truth. France needs very badly the 
payments from Germany on the rera- 
rations account, and if she sent troops 
into the Ruhr in January last, it was 
for the only object of impressing upon 
a bad debto: the absolute necessity 
for him to pay his just debt. 

The operation of the Ruhr which 
has fully shown its good effects is 


nothing else but the seizure of a col- 
lateral with the view of compelling 
the debtor to begin payments. French 
troops will not remain in the es gv 
one day longer than necessary to ob- 
tain that object. As to the separatist 
movement in the Rhineland, contrary 
to what was written and said by peo- 
ple hostile to France; such movement 
was never encouraged nor helped 
either by France or Belgium. The 
French Government has always con- 
tended that any movement either in 
favor of separation or autonomy on 
the part of the Rhinelanders did not 
concern France in any. way, that it 
was purely a German question which 
had to be settled among the Germans 
themselves. 

It does not follow that France is 
not seriously concerned, besides the 
question of, the payment of repara- 
tions, by that of her future security, 
which is for the firat time being 
more or less assurred by the occupa- 
tion of the left bank of the Rhine 
and of the bridgeheads by Allied 
troops. That question of future secur- 
ity, not only for herself and Belgium, 
but also for England, and even the 
United States, is a very grave one, 
and it will have to be considered in 
due time. 

As you all know, the Tripartite 

‘Treaty of Guarantee was ratified 
neither by the United States nor Eng- 
land, so something will have to be 
devised among the former allied and 
associated powers to insure their 
future safety against the recurrence 
of the events which took place b- 
tween 1914 and 1918. And mi:d you, 
this is not only a question concerning 
France in her relations with  Ger- 
many; it is absolutely an interna- 
tional question of the greatest im- 
portanec. 


Ever since the troops entered into 
the Ruhr, France has striven toward 
understanding and agreements “be- 
tween herself and German industry. 
The French authorities succeeded at 
last in signing with the Otto Wolf 
group, representing a company prc- 
ducing 10 per cent of the coal output 
of the Ruhr, an agreement uncer 
which the tax on coa! mined since 
the beginning of occupation and on 
future product‘on was to be paid, and 
the demands of che Rhineland rail- 
Ways and the- forces of occupation 
supplied. In return for this agree- 
ment, the blockade against the prod- 
ucts of the group was to be lifted and 
export restrictions removed. 

In the latter part of November an- 
other important agreement was sicned 
on the one side by French and Belgian 
engineers attached to the interallied 
commission of control of the mines and 
factories onthe other side by the 
delegates of the German Association of 
Mining Interests, among whom figur@s 
Hugo Stinnes. That agreement, which 
will be valid until Oct. 15, 1924, covers 
90 per cent of the mines of the Ruhr 
region. 

Another agreement had already 
been signed with the Krupp works 
at Essen, and it is easy to see that 
some kind of solution of the problem 
of reparations may be found through 
such arrangements. But, more than 
that, we can perhaps foreshadow or 
hope that such contacts between 
France and the German industrial- 
ists will little by little bring about the 
spirit of friendly co-operation which, 
if not hampered by external infiu- 
ences, will bring the desired result.

So Far 250 Venizelists Have 
Been Returzed, 120 Republi- 


cans and 6 Agrarians

LONDON, Dec. 18—The Greek elec- 
tions passed off on Suday amid cir- 
cumstances of unprecedented tran- 
quillity, thanks largely to the extraor- 
dinary military precautions taken to 
avoid any incident. The scheduled re- 
sults indicate the return of 250 Veni- 
zelists, or Liberals, 120 Republicans, 
and 6 Agrarians. The Royalist suc- 
cesses are unknown. It is, therefore, 
an outstanding Liberal triumph. How 
far the Royalists abstained from vot- 
ing it is difficult to ascertain. 

The Liberals not unnaturally claim 
a record poll, but other less inter- 
ested reports suggest that abstention 
has been carried out at any rate in 
certain districts, including Athens t- 
self. One significant fact is that the 
Liberals triumphed over the Republi- 
cans, except in Macedonia, where 
General Pangalos and his nominees 
proved victorious throughout the 
; Province. This indicates that Repub- 
licanism is a secondary consideration 
in the minds of the electorate. Eleu- 
therios Venizelos, the ex-Premler, 
obtained all the votes cast in Syra and 
a large majority in other constitu- 
encies. - 

All this was more or less a foregone 
conclusion. It is the subsequent de- 
velopments that will prove most inter- 
esting.

“While it may be true that so many 
pigeons as there are in Boston result 
in a slowing-up of the traffic, that 
phase of the matter is not for me, as 
an official af the S. P. C. A., to dis- 
cuss,” Dr. Rowley said. “As far as 
humane treatment of these birds is 
concerned, however, I see no present 
reason for any widespread agitation 
in their behalf.”

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EUROPEAN DEBTS 
ERASURE FORECAST 


Professor Seligudn Says United 
States Ultimately Will Recog- 
nize Its Duty ~-. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Dec. 18 (Spe- 
cial)—"“Ultimately we will have to 
cancel the debts’ because it is our 
duty,” said Prof.-Edwin R. A. Seligman 
of Columbia University, in an address 
last night to the Get-Together Club on 
the problem of European debts to the 
United States, 

With regard to the question whether 
the debtor nations can pay, Professor 
Seligman declared that England, be- 
ing constantly dunned, was obliged to 
make the agreement for the refunding 

of her debt to preserve her self-respect. 
As to France and Italy, they are hav- 
ing a difficult t'me balancing thei | 
respective budgets without making 

provisions for funding their debts tc 
this country, he said. 

He ’asserted that the conditions in 
Italy ‘are such that it felt obliged to 
abolish the inheritahce, tax recently 
as a means of encouraging the ac- 
cumulation of capital by the people. 
“It is insane and absurd to expect 
these countries to pay,” he said. “To 
make them pay in dollars is an im- 
possibility. In Europe it is yni- 
versally recognized that they have no 
thought of paying. It is simply a’ 
question of whether it is possible to 
extract water out of a stone.” —

Anniversary of Poet Whittier 
Celebrated at Old Homestead 


Former President of Colorado College Relates Personal 
Memories at Amesbury Gathering 


AMESBURY, Mass., Dec. 17 (Spe- 
cial)—-The one hundred and sixteenth 
anniversary of the poet John G. 
Whittier was observed by the Whittier 
Association of this town tonight, the 
gathering assembling at the old home- 
stead of the poet to carry out the 
program which started with a supper 
and was continued thronghout the | 
evening with a musical and literary | 
entertainment. Mrs. Emily A. Smith, | 
president of the dssociation, who re- 


sides at the home, presided. | 

Dr. William F. Slocum, formerly | 
| president of Colorado College, and! 
who was a close friend of the poet | 
years ago, gave the address of the | 
evening. He spoke of his memories, 
of Whittier as a poet, a statesman, ' 
philosopher and man. He gave many | 
intimate, personal experiences with 
the poet and said that his influence) 
followed him throughout his life. Dr. 
Slocum was just starting his ministry 
as a young man and Whittier’s help- 
fulness was of incalculable value. 

In his address, Dr. Slocum spoke 
of the powerful influence Whittier 
exerted over the prominent men of 
the State and Nation in his day, and 
said that Governor Claflin told him 
that among all the men of the times, 
Whittier stood pre-eminent in the 
eves of Phillips, Sumner, Claflin and 
other leaders pf those days and that 
Whittier was the one they went to for 
advice and help. 

Mrs. Slocum read Whittier’s poem, 
“Eternal Goodness.” Mrs. Elizabeth 
Hitchcock Adams sang “Pipes at 
Lucknow,” one of Whittier’s poems 
that was set to music in 1858 and first 
sung in England by Agnes Robertson. 
A copy of the song was sent to Whit- 
tier years ago» and Mrs. Adams sang 
from this original copy, it befng the 
only one in existence as far as is 
known. 

Whittier carried the sheet of music 
to a member of the association, who 
was scarcely more than a girl at that 
time, and asked her to play it and 
sing it to him. He was so pleased 
with the rendition that he presented 
her the copy. Mrs. Adams also sang 
“April, My April” and “You in a Gon- 
dola.”

for the City of Boston, just issued. 

By means of its power to grant or 
revoke licenses, the board reports that 
it soon hopes “to reduce the sale or 
keeping for sale of intoxicating 
liquors in licensed places to a neg- 
ligible amount.” 

The report commends the law re- 
quiring the licensing of soft drink 
places, declaring that the dread of 
losing a license “does more to pre- 
vent the sale of intoxicants than the 
fear of a fine,” and adds that the re- 
cent number of arrests for drunken- 


ness may be due to the “dangerous | 


character” of the present liquor sup- 
ply, which in large part is produced 
by redistilling medicated or denatured 
alcohol. 

Fewer Than Before Prohibition 


Discussing the illegal sale of in- 
toxicating liquors by licensees, the re- 
port says, in part: 

Prohibitory laws have now been in 
effect four years, and while the ar- 
rests for drunkenness in Boston show 
an increase, they are fewer than be- 
fore prohibition. .The board feels 
justified in saying that the increase in 
the number of arrests is not due to 
sales in licensed places. 

The board, in conjunction with the 
police department, has diminished 
sales in places under its jurisdiction, 
and those licensees who now violate 
the law do so in such a devious and 
surreptitious manner as to make de- 
tection difficult. ... It is now unusual 
to find any large amount of liquor 
upon the premises searched. 

When liquor is found it is generally 
diluted alcohol, sometimes colored to 
imitate whisky. Where this alcohol 
comes from is hard to determine, but 
from the evidence presented it would 
seem that a large part of it is now 
produced by redistilling medicated or 
denatured , alcohol. 


“Often Fatal’ Results” . 


The board is informed that the use 
of this kind of liquor is very danger- 
ous, that its use in any quantity pro- 
duces serious and often fatal. results, 
and it may well be that the increasing 
number of arrests for drunkenness, as 
many contend, is in mo small part due 
to the character of the liquor. 

The board hopes by constant effort 
and elimination of those who have 
been proved to be unworthy, of hold- 
ing a license, to reduce the sale or 
keeping for sale of intoxicating liq- 
uors in licensed places to a negligible 
amount.

MAYA CIVILIZATION FLOURISHED 
CENTURIES AGO IN GUATEMALA 


Sublime Ruins Found Which Indicate Vanished People f + 
Were Masters in Art and Decoration : 


By WALLACE THOMPSON 


GUATEMALA CITY, Nov. 27—Two 
thousand years ago, Guatemala was 
the site of one of the world’s greatest 
civilizations. Nearly 30,000,000 people 
lived in an area approximately equat' 
to that of France, in Guatemala and 
neighboring parts of Mexico and Hon- 
duras. These peoples, whom we know } 
as the Mayas, reared beautiful cities, 
carved great monuments, evolved the: 
most perfectly designed decorative art 
of any age, and achieved a system of 
chronology and hieroglyphics which 
has been described as “the greatest 
intellectual achievement of ancient 
times.” 

Today, save for the Indian tribes 
and villages whose total population is 
about 1,500,000, and the literally sub- 
lime ruins which the Mayas have left 
in Guatemala, Honduras, and Mexico, 
all this is gone—wiped out. In Yuca- 
tan, in Mexico, are the rich ruins be- 
longing to what archw@ologists call the 


:§ 


“new empire” of the Mayas, magnifi- 
cent, finished -works of art and archi, 
tecture. In Guatemala, however, the 
traces are mostly of the “old empire,” 
which flounjshed for 1000 years before 
and about 500 years after the birth of 
Christ Jesus, 
' Center of Learning 

This civilization is in many ways 
finer than that of Yucatan, and at one 
of its great cities (Copan, Honduras) 
the wealth of hieroglyphics suggest 
that it must have been a center of. 
learning and culture equal in-all ways 
to Alexandria in the ancient Mediter- 
ranean world. Moreover,, the artistry 
of the monuments of Copan and of 
another city, Quirigua, syggesta a de- 
velopment which literally transcended 
all artisanship. 
~ This Quirigua is one of the most 
accessible ruins on the continent. It 
is four days from New Orleans—or 
less, for the boat takes three days, 
and a few hours after you pass the 
Guatemala port. of Puerto Barrios you 
can easily be in the midst of this | 
magnificent relic. It Hes clonesto the 
main line of the ra'lway to Guatemala 
City, and five minutes’ walk from: a 
railway branch of the United Fruit 
Company. In the midst of the 1000- 
acre banana “furms,” the bit of old 
junzle where the ruins stahd has’ been 
preserved by the company, and there 
they have cleared, in part, thé broad 
plaza which -was the ceremonial cen- | 
ter of the ancient city.

iP IKE dil large and wealthy cities, 
tr Léndon “nas? t8! Jews? Of ‘every 
class and condition: amotig them 
white Jews, and Jews who-are not 
‘quite white, rich and poor Jews, Jew- 
ish peers, artists, writers, musicians 
and traders. They have their settle- 
ments and synagogues everywhere; 
but except as regards their creed and 
their racial cast’ of feature the Jews 
of the West End have ‘been ‘so com- 
pletely assimilated into: the native Lon- 
don population that they differ hardly 
at all from the English. But though 
London ‘has no ghettos, there are parts 
of the East End which the Jew has 
made so completely his own that it is 
worth while to print the stréet signs 
and posters in Hebrew as well as Eng- 
lish, and it is here that the Jew- is 
to be seen in his most interesting, be- 
cause his most “characteristic aspect.

in Proverbs, as one “thinketh in his 
heart, so is he.”

" _j| pay, it looks as if a decisive step 
via ~ cannot now be long delayed. It 
is not now a question of a choice of policies by France, or 
Germany, or other nations. It is a question of reaping 
the inevitable consequences of policies and acts now be- 
longing to the irrevocable past. When M. Poincare 
decided to act independently of Great Britain and enter 
the Ruhr, he set in motion forces whose ultimate out- 
come neither he nor anybody else could estimate. The 
consequences, indeed, are only beginning to appear today. 
It is not relevant at the moment to inquire whether 
M. Poincaré was justified’‘or not, whether his action was 
one of panic and revenge, or whether it was almost 
forced upon him by other powers, by the withdrawal of 
the co-operation of the United States, by the preoccupa- 
tion of Great Britain with the restoration of world trade, 
or by the determination of the German industrialists to 
nullify the peace. All these events belong to the past. 
What a is the position today. 

Thé governing fact in the whole situation since last 
January has been the cessation of the activity of the 
great industrial district of the Ruhr and its isolation from 
the rest of Germany. Despite all the talk of diplomatists 
and others, that has been the operative fact throughout. 
At first the German Government endeavored to meet the 
French advance by the method of supporting the passive 
resistance of the people on the spot, a policy which threw 
upon themselves the task of finding the currency neces- 
sary to pay the miners and operatives. This only hastened 
the collapse of the mark, until today it is impossible for 
inv German Government to finance the Ruhr, and the 
responsibility for its population is thrown back to France. 

But the surrender of Germany does almost nothing 
to solve the problem. 
part of economic Germany. It might be able to live as an 
integral part of economic France. What it cannot do js 

to live as an entity apart. Yet France, in pursuance of 
its policy, will not hand the Ruhr back to Germany, and 
because the Ruhr population are Germans it cannot incor- 
porate the territory in Irance. France means to keep 
its hands on the Ruhr for two reasons. The first 1s 
because, as long as she does so, she is secure against 
another German invasion, as Germany cannot possibly 
manufacture the armaments necessary for modern war 
without the Ruhr. The second is because she thinks that 
only by so doing and levying a large tax on all its activi- 
ties can she extract from Germany the cost of the recon- 
struction of her own devastated districts. Yet the size 
of that tax, the currency problems which the separation 
of the Ruhr from Germany entails, and the interference 
in management which French control implies, prevent 
the Ruhr from getting back to work on an economic 
basis, the only basis upon which it can support its people. 

There is the central dilemma which confronts the 
nations today, arid it is a dilemma which will not be 
solved by resolutions, or even by judicial inquiries. 
Some basis has to be found, and found soon, for getting 
the Ruhr back to work on economic lines, as otherwise 
it is only a question of time for it to become almost 
entirely dependent on the outside world for the sustenance 
of its people. Germany has_already thrown up the 
sponge. She is now preoccupied, not with the Ruhr, but 
with the problem of maintaining unity and establishing 
a stable government in the rest of Germany. 

France is in hardly better shape, for while she has 
reduced Germany to utter impotence she cannot find a 
way of making the Ruhr support itself, still less pay large 
reparations while under her control. Great Britain is still 
confronted by the problem’ of the unemployed. Hence the 


proposal now being discussed in France that the Rhine- 


land should be entirely separated from Germany and 
left under French control, and that the Ruhr should be 
intrusted to the League of Nations. The separation of 
the Rhineland may be carried through, but the League is 
unlikely even to look at the idea, for it would only destroy 
itself if it attempted what France cannot achieve, So 
the Ruhr is likely to remain a dead weight round the neck 
of France, with the rest of the world being dragged in 
as the need for feeding its people and the effect of its idle- 
ness in depressing the world’s trade is more and more felt. 

Where it will all end nobody can foretell. But it is 
obvious that the primary cause of the trouble is that 
every nation fears, hates, or is indifferent to, its neigh- 
bors, and believes it right to think only of itself. No cure 
will be found until the nations begin to recognize that 
there is no road to peace along the road of national selfish- 
ness they are all traveling today. The inevitable end of 
the present drift of affairs is that the Rhineland should 
be forcibly separated from Germany, 
gradually becomes ruined and depopulated exactly as the 
great cities of Russia have become depopulated by 
famine and exodus. But that will not be the last word. 
If that process is allowed to work itself out, without any 
successful*attempt by the great powers of the world to 


make a just settlement, it will leave behind it a seed of | 


hatred and resentment which is likely to blaze out in 
due time in another war. Thefe is only one way of 
healing the gaping wounds. of Europe and of preventing 
another great war, and that is for all the great civilized 
nations of the earth to awake in time to their manifest 
duty of helping one another to justice and peace. For 
*impartial justice alone is the condition of peace, and the 
first step toward that justice is that each nation should 
be willing to co-operate with its neighbors and to make 
whatever sacfifice is necessafy to establish the reign ot 
international justice upon the earth.

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bring about better conditions than those now existing, 


neither is designed to be as effective, in the long run, as 
governmental prohibition. 

Local option, so caHed, under which rum shops are 
closed in specified areas, has been proved in America to be 
virtually noneffective.. But.in the United States the 
people. came to realize,. through the exercise of this 
optional privilege, the possibilities of state, and eventually 
of national, prohibition. It led in America, as it must 
sooner or later lead in England, to the adoption of a 
general prohibitory law. But not so much can be said 
for the proposed dispensary system, under which it is 
planned to permit the ‘sale of liquors under the direction 
af Government agents or, trustees. That makeshift was 
tried. and proved absolutely valueless by some of the 
American states in the years when it was supposed to be 
necessary to compromise with what was called the 
“liquor power.” | 

Americans finally discovered, as their English friends 
will some time realize, that there is no such thing as a 


liquor power, hence there. is nothing that need be. com- 
promised with or considered in outlining new and con-’ 


structive public policies, The women of England should 
be first among the voters there to. discover this. important 
fact. It ‘should not be necessary to gain by compromise, 
or by easy stages of progress, their support of prohibitory 
legislation. They possess the/numerical strength, with the 
aid of those mén who can see aright, to bring about the 
enactment of laws: more drastic and far more beneficial 
than that which Lady Astor has approved.

It is plain, 
however, that.if an author's play, written to appeal to the 
Jowest instincts, is not produced at all, there can be no 
actors to’ play in it and no audiences to go to hear it. 

It is presumed that a majority of the members of the 
Producing Managers’ Association are men who respect 
the traditions of the theater for which they work and 
really want to-have it a place of refinement. It is also 
presumed that they respect the opinion of the public to 
which they cater. It is, then, shortsighted and bad 
business for that majority to‘allow a few of their fellow 
producers to bring shame upon the organization as a 
whole. . In. addition to the good business side of the 
question—nearly every play that has been a great’ finan- 
cial success has been a clean play—the Producing Man- 
agers’ Association would draw from the public no end of 
gratitude and esteem for their organization if they would 
come out solidly and stand for decent plays from this 
lime on.

Tramcars for Peking! Ten cents and ten minutes from 
the Chien Men gate to the Temple of Heaven. Transformed 
'ricksha coolies in double-breasted jackets with brass buttons, 
visored caps and bare feet; ringing fares and shouting out the 
streets, thus: “Tung An Men,” “Tung San Chu Men,” 
“Tung Chang An Chieh,” “Tung Tan Pailou,” and so on. 

For Peking, we are told, has been invaded by wealthy 
devotees of the Occidental god of enterprise. China's triple- 
walled capital is to have a clanging bit of Broadway. E ngineers 
in white duck. and pith helmets, and a horde of straining, 
shouting codlies are at it already: widening the gates through 
the city wall; tearing up the streets; and tearing down the 
ancient pailous that spanned them—arches that held some- 
thing of the spell of the East in the red and green of their 
curiously wrought timbers, and something of its history in the 
great, gold characters inscribed upon them. 

So it is tramears for Peking. They were needed, no 
doubt of that. ° They will add strange, new confusion to the 
clamor of the city; bushels of coppers to the profits of those 
who own them; and hurry the passing of this, the most alluring 
ot the old frontiers of world romance.

Peking is a‘city set apart from others in the East. It has 
a jumbled distinctiveness. One looks through its kaleidoscope 
and the ends of the earth pass in review. Fords bring the 
brazen West. And trains. And now the tramcars. Mongolia 
is there caparisoned in remnants of the days of Genghis Khan, 
for in the morning beyond the gates there come the tinkling 
camel caravans, swinging in from Kalgan, and the Gobi, and 
Urga, within the precincts of the Living Buddha. 

Somewhat betwixt the two—Fords and caravans—is China 
itself. China: in a> thousand narrow hutungs outside the 
Hatamen gate; the China that swarms in tiny mysterious 
shops, overflows to open markets that line the streets; chants 
old incantations at the Llama Temple; and buys strange steam- 
ing pastries from journeyman bakers. ‘This is China of the 
forty centuries and the 400,000,000. 

Different from all this,. Peking has its Legation Quarter: 
smooth, paved. streets; forbidding, high-walled legation com- 
pounds flying many flags and garrisoned by guards in brilliant 
uniforms. Here there are other shops—Indian, Japanese. 
[-nglish, American and French—that add delicate touches of 
the boulevards. And, finally, that confusion may be worse 
confounded, there is the Wagon- Lits Hotel. '

The Wagon-Lits, in the days before another hotel chal- 
lenged its supremacy, was the vortex of the’whirl of Peking’s 
intrigue and romance. ‘The world overlapped in its corridors. 
It boasted an American ownership, a Swiss manager, a French 
chef, Chinese waitets;. an orchestra of Russian refugees, and 


-a patronage chiefly British. 


On Saturday night the Wagon-Lits was a place of bril- 
liance. Diplomatic’ Peking—in braids and brass and Paris 
gowns—was there. -And at a table or two were unidentified 
adventurers who came, knew everyone, brought added gayety 
for a night, and then, within theaweek, were gone again. After 
the dance, one rode .by ‘ricksha back through the cool night 
air to the compound; the coolies’ feet crunching in the frozen 
snow ; a slice of the moon tipped over’ the city wall; and dim 
lights twinkling in the huturngs. 

All this is of tHe jumble that goes to make Peking. Now 
and again there comes a chance to stand above the city and see, 
perhaps, some ordér-in it. We climbed, one afternoon, near 
sunset, into the ancient drum tower from which, in the days 
of Manchu glory, the alarms wete sounded wiles an enemy 
approached. ‘The huge old drums were still in place. There 
were twenty-seven of them, originally, and their varied tone 
and cadence indicated the direction from which the foe 
approached. Now one drum, each morning, noon and night, 
rolls out the time of day.

But there, above Peking, we were strangely apart from its 
confusion. North of us loomed the bell-tower, another senti- 
nel, two centuries older than the drum-tower. Beyond it the 
gray expanse of city roofs stretched out to the city wall and 
on to “The City Outside the Wall.” The sun dropped to 
A lantern bobbed through the 
street below us. A glint of red from the clouds struck across 
the sky and fell upon the yellow tiles of the Forbidden City, 
and glowed, away in the east, against the Hatamen and the 
Temple of Heaven. The quiet that falls at dusk seemed to 
settle over the city. 

A dog barked, and there. was a multitude of sound. The 
streets echoed with the shouts of jostling, impatient throngs: 
‘ricksha men, street venders, beggars, little children—and, 
further away, the faint rhythm of a watchman’s pang-pang up 
some side street early darked. From off toward Coal Hill 
came the sound of a motor horn, raucous and modern. 

And sdon, now, tramcars: twentieth century mechanisms, 
careening through the Middle Ages. But there will still be 
the thousand crowded streets outside the city walls. Still the 
world will pass, and bow in passing, in the Legation Quarter. 
And, even with tramcars in Peking, the early morning still 
will find the camel caravans come tinkling in from beyond 
the Gobi, as they came in the other, richer days of Genghis 
Khan. . __ ee 
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When Men F jest Took to the Air 


Lieut.-Cot. F. P. LAu™M, one of the first two officers 
of the United States Army to be taught; to fly in an ariplane, 
writes in. United States Air Service of the pioneers of aircraft 
and their ships. He says: 

_ “My first meeting with the Wright brothers was in the 
summer of 1907, when my father, who had become interested 
in them and their work a couple of years before, brought them 
to see me at St. Germain, outside of Paris. At that time they 
had completed their trial flights at Kitty Hawk and Dayton, 
knew they had a machine that could fly, and were looking for 
a purchaser. Our own Government was not interested, and 
foreign governments were decidedly lukewarm ; to tell the truth, 
they were somewhat skeptical as to the Wrights having flown 
at all. 

“Fortunately, our own Government had a change of heart, 
a contract was awarded to the Wrights in January, 1908, for 
a machine that was to make forty miles an hour, remain in 
the air an hour, carry two persons, and maneuver easily. 

“While Wilbur Wright was demonstrating a machine in 
France, Orville brought one to Fort Myer in the summer of 
1908, set it up, and flew it. The aviator of today will smile 
when he knows. that the motor was a thirty horsepower with no 
carburetor; the airplane had no cockpit, pilot and passenger 
sitting on the leading edge of the lower wing with feet on 
a bar out in air; no wheels underneath, it started from a ~ 
monorail under the impetus of the two propellers and a falling 
weight, and landed on two long skids.”
